DURATION OF TRIAL WILL BE BRIEF. 



Prisoner Displays hut I. litis Interest 

In the Piis-eeituiga, Malulatu a 

Stolid Denirauor I'lay of Defense. 

Why the Fatal Mullet Was Not 

Vacated at the Autopsy. 

Buffalo, Sept 14. — I. eon K Ctolgoxz. 
aheii placed on trial charged with the 
murder of President William MeKlu 
ley, entered a plea of "guilty," whl -h 
was subsequently changed to "not 
guilty" by direction of the court The 
work of set urlng the Jury was then 
undertaken with a celerity that was 
amazing Before the day was over 
the entire panel had beeu sworn, the 
Jurors had listened to a description of 
the Temple of Music, where the crime 
occurred, had seeu photographs of the 
Interior of that structure and had 
been told by three surgeons what 
caused the death of the president aud 
the effect of the assassin's shot upon 
the various organs of the body They 
had also learned why the fatal bullet 
had not been located 

l)r Herman .«iy liter was called and 
his testimony was of Importance. In 
asrnurh as It brought out the fact that 
the reason why the fatal ballet had 
not been located at the autopsy was 
because of the unwillingness of the 
president's relatives to have the body 
further mutiluted by their Instru- 
ments Dr Mynter and Dr Mann, who 
followed him, both testified that the 
primary cause of death was the gun- 
shot wound In the stomach Oue ef 
feet of this wound was, they said, to 
cause the gangrene to form In the 
pancreas, and the spot of polsoued tis- 
sue was as large as a silver dutlar. 

But little Interest was taken by 
Czolgosz In the proceedings of his 
trial for the murder of President Mt- 
Klnley. but occasionally as the testi- 
mony was Introduced he paid sune at 
tentlon to what was said and acru- 
tlntzed the witness clos« ly. It Is tun

Bullets Not Poisoned. 

Buffalo, Sept 23 No poison has 
been discovered ou the bullets or tin 
revolver with which the anarchist as 
sasstnated President McKinley, (.'him 
leal aud ba> teriologlcal examinations 
were made and both revealed tbe fact 
that no poison was used by tbe trui- 
derer. Another examination to det-i 
mine the exact mental condition of 
tbe prisoner was made In ti e Erie 
County Jail by Dr Cadlos G. McDouald 
of New York, the alienist, who was 
brought hare for the defense by tha 
Erie County Bar association, and Dr. 
Arthur W Hurd, superintendent of 
the Buffalo state hospital. Tbe alien- 
ists were with the assassin for one 
hour aud a half, and when they left 
both declined to discuss the case. 

M-KINLEY AT REST. 

Ths Last Sad Ritas at tha Old Hem*. 

World of Tribute to the Dead. 

Canton. O.. Sept 20 — With majestic 
solemnity, surrounded by bla country- 
men and his townspeople, In tbe pres- 
ence of the president of tbe United 
States, tbe cabinet. Justices of the 
United States supreme court, senators 
and representatives in congress, tbe 
heads of the military and naval eatab- 
llshments. tbe governors of states and 
a great concourse of people who had 
known and loved him. all that la mor- 
tal of the third president to fall by 
an assassin's bullet was committed to 
tbe grave. , 

It was a spectacle of mournful gtan 
deur From every city aud hamlet In 
Ohio, from the remote coruur| of ths 
south and from the east aud west, the 
human tide Mowed Into tbe toyrn until 
lou.ouo people were within Its gates, 
here to pay their last tribute to the 
fallen chief. 

The Huai scenes at the First Metho- 
dist ehureb. where the funeral service 
was held, and at the beautiful West 
lawn cemetery, where the body was 
consigned to a vault, were simple aud 
Impressive. The funeral proeesalou 
was very Imposing and Included no- 
only the representatives of the army 
and navy of the United States, but the 
entire military strength of tbe state 
of Ohio and hundreds of civic, frater- 
nal and other organizations It was 
two miles long 

One uf the moat pathetic features of 
the day was the absence of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley from the funeral services At 
the church and cemetery when tbe 
body of her husband was laid to rest. 
The day found her too weak to pass 
through tbe trials of the Dual cere- 
monies 

No greater reverence was ever shown 
to any inan than was exhibited to- 
ward the dead president. As the fu 
neral car passed through tbe streets 
men and women sobbed convulsively, 
and at the cemetery gates, where tbe 
crowd was densely parted aud where 
the people ..ad remained for hours 
pressing against the Iron fence, two 
women fainted during the exercises 
at the vault. It was a wonderful trib- 
ute of aurpasslng love that was ren- 
dered in hta native place to the mem- 
ory of Wliaam McKinley, and It will 
be long before greater or more rever- 
ent honor Is paid to any man. 

Anarchists Released. 

Chicago. Sept. 24. — The nine anar 
chlsts who have been under arrest 
here since tbe assaslnatlon of Presl- 
dent McKinley were given their free- 
dom. Judge Chetlaln so ordering after 
the prosecution had admitted that 
there was no legal evidence against 
them. Emma Ooldtnaa was also set 
at liberty.

SOMETHING PRACTICAL. 

A cant phrase is often glibly iisimI 
to express a great many indefinite 
things. Perhaps there is none mom 
frequently U|«»n the lips of teachers 
than “something practical." When 
askisl what they desire in a text book, 
a lecture, or an educational journal, 
and they Imve no well-defined idea of 
what they want, it sounds well, it 
sounds experienced, it sounds dis 
criminating to answer “something 
practical." Now w hen a teacher con 
stnntly makes this special demand for 
assistance in her work, it is no injus 
lice to say that she wants something 
she can put iqiou the hlacklmartl in 
live minutes for immediate use, even 
if it tie cut and dried mid juiceless 
Thus the educational talker who cau 
gin- n recipe that can lie concocted at 
once is "practical'’ : the author who 
will tell how to teach reading word 
by word or line by line ou schedule 
time is "practical” ; the educational 
journal that will give the larger shale 
of its pages to drawings, diagrams, 
dev ic««s, pu/v i>s, games, and thread- 
bare seat work which call Is- would 
up and run itself is "practical " The 
lecture, the Isiok. the journal that 
docs lint comedown to this plane of 
educational living a living without 
much thinking iu it is denounced a- 
“not practical." “indefinite,' and 
“over their heads." 

Now it is n severe commentary on 
the teachers who loftily denounce 
and demand after this faaliion. that 
the Is-st, the truest. Hill! most origi 
nal teachers are never found in their 
ranks These su|ierior teachers live 
iu quite another sphere They read 
different Issiks, they are searching 
il|ile|M.uitently for truth, they sub 
scrils. for auot tier kind of ediu-at ional 
paper, occupy higher |Mxsitiolis, and 
receive huger salaries 

The Is-st help for the teacher i« 
very much like the ts-st help for the 
child mlf hrl/i, the only help that 
gives genuine growth and self reli 
anee. The wav out of many entail 
gletnents in the school room lu-s hi 
the eari-ful study of certain fiimln 
mental truths amt their application to 
school-room ne»s|s, ami in h.nrmng

Inis Is* 
come an expert in skimming her eye 
over tsliicntional literature hi search 
of preparis) dishes that can Is- warm 
ed over and served on the instant. 
If these Is* lacking the Issiks • III I 
school journals are "not adapted" to 
their needs Will such teachers 
ever stop a moment and reniemla-r 
that the choicest treasure trove m the 
material world, whether iu is-ean or 
mine, ihs-s not lie on the surfaee but 
lias to Is- digged, delved and dived 
fort Pebbles, not pearls, can lie 
gathc r<al on the shore. Nobisly dc 
liiea the place nud the lussl of the 
practical m the teaching aud traiuing 
of the children We live iu a practi 
cal world and a practical itg.* and our 
children must have a practical educa 
tiou. The question is not whether we 
want practical teaching, but, What <> 
practical?

ROTATION OF CROPS. 

While there art- some crops, like 
onions mid Limn lienus, t hut seem to 
do ns well or better by being grown 
continuously on the same land year 
after year, the systematic rotation of 
crops is, ns a rule, as important iu the 
garden as on the farm W lull* no c\ 
cretory process has been discovered 
III plant life, it is nevertheless trill. 
that though kept supplied with all 
lieistisl plant food, plants of most 
kinds will not continue to give the 
Is-st results, year after year, mi the 
same laud. They sis-m averse to 
feeding on tie- refuse of their own 
growth that inevitably m-cutnulates 
from the harvesting of the crop 

Then, too, the dilTcrcnt crops re 
quire the elements of plant food in 
‘varying proportions Some require 
larger pr< 'portions of potinli in com 
parison to the nitrogen than others, 
and we can make our fertilization 
more econo ilieal bv a rotation, fm the 
(hitasli is not going to leave us. like 
the nitrogen d-s-s, and we cau take 
advantage of this to sonic extent ill 
the follow iug crop Soils dilli-r, too, 
in their capacity for retaining urn 
mires, (’lay soils have a much great 
er power for absorbing and ii-tailiiug 
plant fissl than smelt soils.
